The  North  Devon  Inhrmary,  situated  at  Barnstaple, 
serves  the  area,  and  provides  modern  Medical  and  Surgical 
treatment  for  the  residents  of  the  district. 

Two  wards  at  the  Alexandra  Hospital  are  set  aside  as 
an  annexe  to  the  wards  of  the  North  Devon  Inhrmary  and 
post-operative  and  recovery  patients  are  now  transferred 
there  as  soon  as  practicable. 

There  are  101  beds  for  the  chronic  sick  at  the  Alexandra 
Hospital. 

At;  Braun  ton  Nursing  Home  there  are  four  beds  for 
sick  persons. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Main  Laboratory  is  situated  at  7,  Dix’s  Field, 
Exeter,  and  Dr.  Moore  is  the  Director.  It  is  completely 
installed  with  the  necessary  equipment  for  bacteriological 
examinations  of  all  kinds.  Its  diagnostic  and  consultative 
services  are  available  for  all  patients.  Bacteriological 
examinations  of  drinking  water  and  milk  are  also  carried 
out. 


There  is  also  a Pathological  Laboratory  at  75,  Boutport 
Street,  Barnstaple,  with  a full-time  Pathologist  and  Tech- 
nical Staff  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  whole  North  Devon 
Area.  The  Blood  Bank  is  also  situated  at  this  Laboratory.

Ambulance  Service 

Under  Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1945,  the  Local  Health  Authority  (i.c.  the  Devon  County 
Ckmncil)  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance 
Service  and  the  Devon  Health  Ciommittee  have  arranged 
for  this  to  be  provided  through  the  agency  of  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Association.  dTe  Brigade  serves  Barnstaple 
Borough  and  the  district  around,  and  the  Headquarters  are 
in  Commercial  Road,  Barnstaple.  The  staff  consists  of  three 
paid  members  (full-time),  20  men  volunteers  and  14  volun- 
teer nurses.  The  Hospital  car  service,  also  under  the  Devon 
County  Council,  is  available  upon  application  to  the 
Hospital  by  the  doctor  concerned,  and  the  Ambulance 
Service  is  empowered  to  hire  cars  in  urgent  cases  when  the 
Ambulance  is  not  necessary.

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Homes 

There  are  nine  District  Nurses  in  the  area,  all  of  whom 
act  as  Mid  wives. 


Home  Help  Scheme 

This  scheme,  run  by  Mrs.  M.  Hughes  for  the  W.V.S., 
operates  for  Barnstaple  and  also  for  all  the  rural  areas — 
wherever  transport  is  available. 

There  are  now  72  Home  Helps,  as  compared  with  64 
in  1958.  499  cases  were  dealt  with  in  1959,  as  compared  with 
455  in  1958.  Of  these,  at  least  65  old  people  are  being  cared 
for,  who,  but  for  the  services  of  the  Home  Helps,  would 
have  to  be  cared  for  in  hospital.  There  are  now  20  blind 
people  who  are  being  looked  after,  by  Home  Helps,  and 
there  were  28  maternity  cases  during  the  year  1959,  which 
the  Home  Helps  attended. 

Any  case  recommended  by  a Doctor,  Health  Visitor, 
District  Nurse,  or  Hospital  Almoner,  can  have  the  services 
of  a Home  Help.

Mrs.  Miles  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  14th  Annual  Report  of  work 
carried  out  during  1959. 

The  area  of  your  district  is  129,446  acres,  with  an 
estimated  population  of  24,730. 

As  in  1958,  I can  report  steady  progress  in  the  provision 
of  sewerage  schemes  in  your  area.  The  South  Bank  scheme 
has  been  completed.  In  addition,  schemes  at  Atherington 
and  Parracombe  will  be  completed  early  in  1960. 

The  South  Bank  scheme  is  worthy  of  some  special 
mention.  It  was  commenced  in  1950  and  the  estimated  total 
cost  is  £217,098.  Before  the  scheme  was  commenced  there 
was  a continuous  discharge  on  to  the  foreshore  at  Instow, 
into  a small  stream  at  Fremington,  two  discharges  into  a 
small  stream  at  Bickington  and  two  outfalls  into  the  River 
Taw  nearly  opposite  Barnstaple  Town  Station.  The  scheme 
has  provided  for  a disposal  works  with  sludge  settlement 
and  digestion  tanks  at  Yelland,  the  provision  of  sewers  for 
Hele  Manor,  Sticklepath,  Oakland  Park,  Bickington,  Fre- 
mington, Yelland  and  Instow,  and  the  construction  of  hve 
pumping  stations  enabling  the  sewage  from  the  whole  of 
this  area  to  be  delivered  to  the  Yelland  Sewage  Works. 
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Appalling’  conditions  prevailed  at  Brannton  Pill  and 
during  the  sinnnier  of  1959  were  worse  than  ever  before. 
Phis  was  dtie  particularly  to  the  drought  which  existed 
almost  throughout  the  summer.  The  tidal  waves  did  not 
reach  the  outfall  during  the  period  of  neap  tides  and  with 
very  little  fresh  water  flowing  in  the  streams,  the  banks  of 
Brannton  Pill  were  covered  in  human  excreta  and  other 
filth.  Every  endeavour  must  be  made  to  expedite  the 
Bratinton  sewerage  scheme  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
scheme  for  Landkey,  Swimbridge  and  Bishops  Tawton  will 
be  delayed  no  further. 

The  popularity  of  North  Devon  showed  no  signs  of 
waning  in  1959  and  the  numbers  of  visitors  seeking 
accommodation  in  caravan  sites  was  larger  than  ever  before. 
Mv  department  continues  ’to  persuade  site  operators  to 
improve  the  sanitary  accommodation  and  other  facilities 
on  the  caravan  sites  throughout  the  district  and,  generallv 
speaking,  the  camps  were  well  maintained  and  the  site 
operators  were  co-operative.  From  a public  health  point 
of  view,  if  for  no  other  reason,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
official  organisations  can  perstiade  land  owners  to  offer 
facilities  on  a fairly  large  scale  for  caravanning  and  camp- 
ing without  obtaining  the  necessary  approval  under  the 
Town  and  Country  Planning  Acts  or  Public  Health  Acts. 
I have  no  desire  to  enforce  control  needlessly  but  when 
some  land  owners  open  their  gates  to  large  numbers  of 
campers  and  caravanners  during  the  height  of  the  summer 
season,,  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  persuade  the  owners  of 
licensed  sites  who  are  already  paying  considerable  sums  in 
rates  to  provide  still  more  facilities  when  the  cream  of  the 
summer  business  is  being  taken  by  people  providing  far 
less  facilities  than  the  established  sites  are  already  doing. 

Attention  was  again  paid  during  the  past  summer  sea- 
son to  the  collection  of  litter  and  the  provision  of  litter 
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receptacles.  When  the  receptacles  were  first  provided,  the\ 
were  well  received  and  \’isi(ors  were  enthusiastic  but  it  is 
to  be  regretted  that  this  enthnsiasni  has  now  waned.  We  find 
that  in  Chir  Parks  and  roadside  laybys,  if  a bin  is  more  than 
50ft.  away  from  a car,  many  of  the  public  will  not  carry 
their  litter  to  it.  To  prevent  the  appalling  desecration  of 
the  countryside  by  the  deposit  of  litter,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  campaign  continuously  and,  in  my  opinion,  the  cam- 
paign should  be  organised  nationally  and  not  left  to  the 
discretion  of  local  authorities. 

The  Council  is  still  conscious  of  the  need  for  the  pro 
vision  of  public  conveniences  at  Pntsborough  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  finding  of  a remedy  will  not  be  long  delayed. 

Dr.  Martin  has  retired  and  he  carried  with  him  our 
best  wishes  for  a long  and  happy  retirement.  We  welcome 
as  his  successor  Dr.  Evan  Williams.
